DOUMERGUE FALLS 
HERRIOT IS NAMED 


Withdrawal of Radical 
Support Brings Defeat. 
More Bloodshed Feared. 


PARIS, Nov. 6—(#)—A nine-month 
political truce in France ended to- 
day as Premier Gaston Doumerzgue’s 
national gevernment fell, and tonight 
Paris, recalling the riots that brought 
“papa” Doumergue to power, feared 
new bloodshed. 

Edouard Herriot, vice premier, and 
his five fellow radical socialist min- 


isters forced Doumergue out, quitting 
the cabinet after the party had dif- 
fered with the premier over his pro- 
ram for constitution revision. 

To Herriot, as leader of the faction 
that broke the truce, President Al- 
bert LeBrun will assign the task of 
forming another government. 

Friends said Herriot would accept. 
He will keep the Doumergue line-up 
almost inta.t, they said, leaving out

PASSES SUDDENLY 


Former Judge of Juvenile 
Court Dies After Col- 
lapsing During Case. 


Judge William W. Tindall, widely- 
known Atlanta jurist and former 
school teacher, died unexpectedly 
‘Tuesday afternoon following a collapse 
while representing a client in the 
courtroom of Judge Jesse M. Wood. 

He was the first judge of the juve- 
nile court in Fulton county and for- 
merly was a teacher at Boys’ High 
school. - 

Judge Tindall collapsed while sit- 
ting in a chair in the courtroom of 
Judge Wood, who was his classmate 
at Emory University years ago. He 
was taken to Grady hospital but died 
a few hours later without regaining 
consciousness. 

The jurist hady been in private law 
practice for the last 14 years and was 
active in county and eity politics. He 
was 52 years of age.

Instead of losing seats in the house, 
the republican leadership having pre- 
dicted a democratie loss of 60 to 70, 
this meant that the New Deal align- 
ment actually was gaining. In the 
country as a whole, 150 democratic 
represehtatives had been elected at 
the time to 25 republicans. The gains

FISHBEIN REFUSES 
TO INDORSE PLAN 


CHICAGO, Nov. 6.—(/)—Nature’s 
own method of eliminating misfits 
stood in the way today of an indorse- 
ment by Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor 
of the American Medical Journal, of 
human sterilization. 

_ Appearing in a symposium last 
night with leaders of scjence and re- 
ligion, Dr. Fishbein said that the 
general evidence of the accomplish- 
ments of human sterilization “is far 
too slight at this time to command 
anything in the nature of an indorse- 
ment.” 

He quoted several scientific studies 
to indicate that sterilization was 
needed in some degree, but asserted 
that nature in her own way was 
prone to eliminate the misfits. 

Dr. Louis L. Mann, rabbi, termed 
sterilization the only sure challenge 
to the rising tide of degeneracy. 

Professor A. J. Carlson, of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, said that steriliza- 
tion, accomplished without desexing 
the individual, was the only control 
for hereditary factors in degenéracy. 
The three speakers frowned on ster- 
ilizations made compulsory by law.

NRA CODE ON COA 


Governor Hits “Any 
Agreement That Im- 
poses Penalty on Public” 


Again assailing the NRA, Governor 
Eugene Talmadge declared Monday 
that “any code or agreement or law 
that imposes a penalty on the public 
should be abolished.” 

Commenting on receipt of a letter 
signed Standard Coal Company, At- 
lanta, by Thoma H. Austin, in which 
Austin urged Talmadge to “‘come out 
in the public prints and let the people 
know t:e outrage that is being per- 
petrated on coal buyers in Atlanta 
by the NRA,” the governor said coal 
prices will be higher here “on account 
of the code.” 

Austin’s letter said that in Atlanta 
a great many coal dealers “are ready 
and willing” to sell coal to the public 
at lower prices, and that under the 
code, “‘we have this spectacle” in At- 
lanta: 

“If you live anywhere else in 
Georgia except Atlanta and the sub- 
urbs, the dealers can sell you at any 
price they see fit; and in a great 
many instances at a cheaper price 
than you have to pay in Atlanta, 
freight rates considered. 

“We have the amazing spectacle of 
coal buyers being expected to pay the 
same prices for every kind of each 
grade of coal, regardless of the fact 
that there is a difference of $1 per 
ton and more in the market price on 
the different kinds of each grade.” 

Governor Talmadge in a statement 
making public Austin’s letter asked: 

“Does this help business? Does it 
help the people?’ 

In a speech at Anderson, S. C., re- 
cently, the governor urged that the 
NRA be abolished. “He also assailed 
what he termed government interfer- 
ence in business.

| use of fuel oil, natural gas and elec- 
tric power has reduced the railroads’ 
large source of revenue in the more- 
ment of coal. 

“Industry.” he said, “has also pur- 
sued a policy of decentralization in 
recent years, with its chief asnect to 
escape transportation expense.” 
| Service Duplicated. 
| Restrictions on railroad 
ment, which forbid reduction of the 
number of workers low a certain 
point, have aided in duplication of 
service among many roads, he remark- 
ed, adding, however, that he did not 

disapprove of these employment re- 
strictions, 

He referred to reports on passenger, 
merchandise and freight carlut condi-

Now I am getting ready to put my 
foot into a nice peck of trouble, for 
there are a lot of bird students who 
are going: to have records that differ 
from mine and impressions that are 
directly opposite. Please bear in mind, 
friends, that what I see and think 
about, another observer will discount 
altogether. ‘Then, too, I do not spend 
many hours afield watching the birds. 
That is one class of animal that I 
don’t especially want to be scientific 
about. The birds are much too fas- 
cinating and beautiful to be bounded 
by cold binomial nomeclature. 

The blackbird that I like best is 
the boat-tailed grackle. He is also the 
one in Georgia with which I have 
the shortest acquaintance. His home 
is coastal Georgia, where he is abun- 
dant and picturesque. There is one 
room in the hotel at Brunswick that I 
like especially for its view of the 
marshes and ‘the wheeling flights of 
grackles that may be seen from its 
window at almost anytime. 

The boat-tail is a large bird, with a 
broad tail, rounded at the tip. His col- 
or is simply black. That is, at a 
distant glance, he has that appear- 
ance. In the hand there is evident 
a glossy violet color on the head and 
neck, which gives way to a steel- 
blue, like a good gun-barrel, on the 
back and upper tail coverts. There 
is a somewhat darker blue on the 
wings. They are such social creatures 
that they appear to be having a won- 
derfully good time in each other’s com- 
pany; in fact, I have walked up to 
a flock, within 10 feet of the nearest 
one, and me a total stranger to them. 
They didn’t seem to mind me at all. 
Not until I sneezed and flashed a 
handkerchief out of my pocket did they 
decide that I was entirely undesirable. 
Then they took wing. As soon as 
I was back out of sight, however, 
they returned to the little open water

UNCLE SANTA WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—It is a good thing

Then, down at the bottom of the letter, he wrote a P, S. which 
Stated, in part: 

“Don’t you think Uncle Sam is about the best one of all our 
kinfolks? Maybe he is a Santa Claus as well as an uncle. If you 
think well of him, don’t talk about him, except to tell how good 
he has been to us.” 


ESCAPE That classic appeal was mimeographed on the official 

letterhead of the AAA. Headquarters here found out 
about it three weeks ago. There was considerable excitement be- 
cause it was just what the republicans were looking for. 

AAA-ers had visions of President Roosevelt being cartooned 
over the country as Santa Claus. They recalled Al Smith’s doleful 
prophecy months ago to the effect that “nobody shoots at Santa 
Claus,” and thought the two remarks could easily be tied together. 

The field agent was promptly spanked by wires and letters from 
headquarters. He was told to drop that postscrip line fast. The 
incident was kept strictly under cover. It was the narrowest escape 
the democrats had in the pre-election campaign. 


SLIP Another thing the republicans overlooked was the cam- 

paign speaking trip made through New England by Securi- 
ties Exchange Commissioner Pecora. Such commissioners are sup- 
posed to be judges and not political campaigners. At least that has 
been the unwritten law of the ICC. No one ever heard of an ICC-er 
making a campaign speech. Sometimes such commissioners prac- 
tice a little politics on the sly, but never openly.

Gen. Oscar Westover Opposes 
Separate Air Corps Division 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—Continu- 
ing its hearings on war department 
air policies the Howell aviation com- 
mission, sitting in executive session, 
behind closed doors, today received the 
recommendations of high officials of 
the army air corps on plans for na- 
apr defense. 

Appearing as the initial witness, 
Brigadier General Oscar Westover, 
assistant chief of the army air corps, 
discussed details of the new general 
hearquarters air force, of which he 
is ex-officio commanding general. 


Opposing previous recommendations 
for a separate air corps, General 
Westover told the commission, which 
is headed by Clark Howell, of Atlanta, 
that the army and navy had special 
requirements for training air person- 
nél. He explained the responsibilities 
of the chief of the air corps and of 
the commanding general, general 
headquarters air force and showed 
that, whereas in peace all considera- 
tions affecting the general headquar- 
ters air force would be of especial 
concern to the chief of the air corps, 
in war it would be impossible for one 
‘man to carry on the duties of both 


offices. 
Airways Discussed. 


The next subject discussed by Gen- 
eral Westover was the airways and 
their importance in concentration and 
training. He covered the matter very 
fully and indicated the desirability of 
further development in certain stra- 
tegic areas. In this connection, the 
ground requirements for peacetime 
training and wartime operations were 
fully set forth. He took up the supply 
and maintenance problems of the 
H. Q. air force when required to take 
the field, and showed the expensive 
development of airdromes and main- 
tenance of subsidiary landing fields 
for dispersion of forces against pos- 
sible Yombardment. a 

In the matter of the practicability 
of effective long-range overseas opera- 
tions, General Westover stated it as 
a fact that there now exists no planes 
capable of undertaking such a mission 
but that the trend of development in- 
dicated it to be a possibility of the 
not distant future. oe 

Whether it would bé politically or 
strategically advisable would be a de- 
termining factor in the next war as 
would be the probability of loss of 
planes and pilots en route and in com- 
bat when they were met by the de- 


“| fending air force of the enemy attack- 


ed. Attention was called to the fact 
that for a considerable portion of 
the year weather conditions for over- 
seas flights are unfavorable. Never- 
theless, General Westover stated that 
this possibility was one which must 
be borne in mind and if developments 
warrant, preparation for retaliation 
in kind should be made in event such 
an attack were ever made on us. 
General Foulois Heard. 
General Westover was followed by 
Major General Benjamin Foulois, 
chief of the air corps, who outlined 
in detail the general organization and 
functions of the air corps and its 
prsonnel, its training system, its sup- 
ply and development problems, and 
the military value of civilian aviation 
training. With respect to the age at 
which aviators become unsatisfac- 
tory for duty as pilots, General Fou- 
lois stated that a man who consist- 
ently took care of his physical con- 
dition could be a satisfactory pilot 
for many years longer than is gen- 
erally credited. 
After outlining the great field of 
technical engineering knowledge neces- 
sary for the proper development and 
maintenance of air corps equipment 
and explaining the steps taken to 
maintain an aviation force of engl- 
neers, General Foulois went into the 
requirements of pilots at the out- 
break of war and a system of train- 


ing for reserve officers. He stated 

that we were now actually short 

about one-fourth the number that 

would be required the first day of war 

and submitted his plan for making 

up this shortage. .

The plan would call for tly in- 
creased appropriations, a he real- 
ized that there would necessarily 
some compromises. We have actual] 
15 training centers for reserve offi- 
cers and in many instances it is prac- 
ticable for reserve aviators to have 
some training at military posts, but 
the size of our country ah the dis- 
tances involved reaching these centerg 
make it difficult for many reservists 
to obtain the necessary training. 

When it was suggested by a mem- 
ber of the commission that this train- 
ing might be given by use of civilian 
aviation schools at a reasonable cost, 
General Foulois stated that neither 
the type of plane in use at the civilian 
training schools nor the character of 
equipment was suitable to maintain 
the training desirable for a military 
pilot. Asa solution to the difficulty, 
General Foulois recommended develope 
ment of reservists among our commer- 
cial air transport lines, stating that 
many of these could perform pilot 
duty other than involving combat 
without any further training, and 
would probably soon be able to take 
their places in combat units. When 
the necessity for continuing unham- 
pered the service of our air lines in 
war was presented to him, General 
Fouulois stated that this need was 
fully recognized but that in a real 
emergency the military need would

; ufficient Material. 

With reference to the doctrine of 
the air corps and our present organie 
zation, he stated that his first concern 
was to get proper and sufficient ma- 
terial; his next trained personnel. He 
thought the organization, whether sep- 
arate under the army or the navy, or 
an independent force, was a secondary 
consideration, he believed that naval 
aviation was necessary to the navy 
and that the navy, by giving full 
recognition to the value of aircraft, 


had developed a very satisfactory sys- 


tem. He further believed that the pres- 
ent policy of having a general heads 
quarters air force in the army will 
serve all .purposegs provided the su< 
preme command has proper apprecia¢ 
tion of the power of aviation. He be- 
lieves, however, that the solution of 
the conflicting views on the organie 
zation of air power would have to 
await the next war. He called atten- 
tion to the fact that during the last 
war only one nation in Europe en- 
trusted operations of the air force ta 
an air minister, and even in this case 
the air force was later brought ung 
der the command of the field forces. 

_ General Foulois went into the ques- 
tion of the value of civilian training 
to military aviators, showing that it 
depended largely upon the character 
of training and upon the individual. 
In the general case, civilian training 
would not serve to lessen the time re- 
quired to train a military aviator be- 
cause of the far more varied training 
of the latter class. While the average 
civilian pilot would learn only to fly, 
the military flyer must, while learn- 
ing to fly, also learn ground opera- 
tions in connection with maintenance 
of his plane, military administration, 
including the personnel functions of the 
various arms and services, air corps 
operations as part of a team, and 
many other similar subjects. All these 
must be acquired before a flyer can 
be a military aviator. This instruc. 
tion at the army schools is carried 
on simultaneously with aviation in- 
struction and hence a candidate, even 
though he may be able to fly a plane, 
would have to fall in with the gen- 
eral course of instructions.

Favored by Mrs. Marvin Williams

Georgia Women’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union’s department of citizen- 
ship, today suggested that the legisla- 
ture adopt a state-wide, uniform law 
to back up present prohibition statutes 
and to create a state constabulary to 
enforce all laws. 


In a statement attacking a move- 
ment which she said was under way 
to nullify the state’s “bone dry” law, 
rs. Williams said if the legislature 
would enact these laws “we shall see 
prosperity return as never before.” 

“A very curious situation seems to 
have arisen in Georgia,” Mrs. Wil- 
liams said. “In various sections of 
the state we find groups of citizens 
who manifest rightly. great uneasiness 
and concern about the sale of nar- 
cotic drugs, and many organizations 
are passing strong resolutions for the 
legislature to pass ‘a state-wide, uni- 
form narcotic law’ presumably for the 
purpose of curbing the use of these 
most-harmful drugs. 

“Now, the curious thing is that 
some of these self-same bodies of 
patriotic citizens have at the same 
time requested the legislature to re- 
peal the only ‘state-wide uniform law’ 
we already have for the purpose of 
curbing the sale of the most danger- 
ous and anti-social narcotic known to 
man.

“Spy” Charges Hinted by Germany 


American Girl 


BERLIN, Nov. 6.—(4)—The magis- 
trate in charge of the case of Miss 
Lillian Steele, of Hollywood, Cal., 
said today every effort is being vig- 
orously pursued to bring the “extreme- 
ly serious” case to an early conclu- 
sion. A 
Miss Steele, a young music student, 
has been held in Moabit prison for 
days as a result of her expression of 
opinion on the nazi regime. 

Judge Zimmer, of the people’s court, 
the investigating magistrate, said 
many ramifications requiring the 
greatest secrecy are being investi- 
gated. 

He refused requests to see Miss 
Steele or to answer questions about 
her welfare. 

“You understand. of course,” he 
told an interviewer, ‘‘the reason she is 
here is extremely serious.” 

The semi-official Nationalsozialis- 
tische Partei Korrespondenz said re- 
garding the case of Miss Helen Lys- 
ter, of New Rochelle. and G. Griffith 


Johnson Jr., of Washington: “We had. 


an opportunity to ask Mr. Johnson 
about his arrest. The American stu- 
dent explained that false articles in 
the foreign press surprised him con- 
siderably. It apparently was a mat- 
ter of exaggeration. He and Miss Lys- 
ter were treated politely in every re- 


spect. The attitude of the police was 
correct throughout. The statement 
that they were questioned for hours 
was entirely wrong.” 

Johnson and Miss Lyster reported 
last week that secret police had ar- 
rested them on suspicion of espio- 
nage. Miss Lyster had a camera at 
the Munich airport where she and 
Johnson were watching troop maneu- 
vers. They said they were released 
after several hours’ imprisonment. 

The American consulate has tried 
to secure the release of Miss Steele 
or to learn the basis of the accusa- 
tions against her. 


It was said 30 Germans are in-} 


volved in the Steele case and are still 
at liberty. The authorities fear if the 
exact nature of the charges is reveal- 
ed, the suspects will escape. 

Miss Steel, before her arrest, fre- 
quently was seen in the American and 
English colonies of MBerlin. Her 
friends were surprised to learn she 
may be charged with “divulging state 
secrets’—meaning giving military in- 
formation, and “preparations for high 
treason”’—meaning communist activi- 
ties. 

To her friends she gave the im- 
pression she had excellent connections 
with the ministry of the interior and 
the Steel Helmets.

Hans Lody, was honored today on 
the twentieth anniversary of his 
execution by a firing squad in the 


tower of London.

the gate of ancient [Lubeck castle. 
Above the memorial was hung a bell 
to be tolled on future anniversaries 
of Lody’s execution. 

Lody was a German naval officer 
who traveled about England in the 
early days of the World War on an 
American passport giving his name as 
Charles A. Inglis, of Omaha. He had 
lived in Omaha where he was mar- 
ried. 

He communicated his information 
to Germany by prearranged grouping 
of postage stamps. He was found 
guilty of espionage after a_ three- 
day trial by a courtmartial. 

He died bravely, sitting in a chair

BIRMINGHAY. Ala., Nov. 6.—(?) 
J. H. Perkins, Birmingham _inde- 
pendent engineer, testified before the 
Alabama public service commission 
today his estimates showed eight out 
of 15 north Alabama municipalities 
to which the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority proposes to furnish power 
would show deficits if power was 
retailed at TVA “yardstick” rates. 

Perkins was the first witness call- 
ed by Forney Johnston, attorney for 
coal and ice companies opposing the 
sale of approximately $2,200.000 
worth of north Alabama property to 
the TVA by the Alabama Power 
Company, petitioner in the hearing. 

Perkins estimated an annual deficit 
of $8,510 would result if the munici- 
palities bought and sold at TVA’s 
present schedule after reductions for 
operating expenses, tax losses and 4 
per cent interest on what he said was 
a $1,375.621 investment. He said if 
the 10 per cent surcharge allowed 
to be charged by TVA was reduced 
it would add $55,678 to. the deficit. 

On _cross-examination by W, C. 
Fitts Jr.. TVA counsel, Rerkins said 
he “understood” the TVA _ interest 
rate charged cities on investments 
was 31-2 per cent and had heard 
of not contemplated plans of elimi- 
nating the 10 per cent surcharge al- 
lowed municipalities to apply toward 
purchasimtg of the systems the TVA 
proposes to buy from the power com- 
pany.

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—(#)—Wall 
Street brokers have been talking wish- 
fully about a post-election rise in se- 
curities prices. but if the stock market 
conforms to the November chart line 
of past off-year elections, the bullish 
hopes will remain unfulfilled. 

Neither will the market, in event of 
history repeating itself, show any bear- 
ish reaction to the day's voting.

The theory that the market might 
show improved action after the count- 
ing of the votes was largely fostered 
by the frequently repeated observation 
in trade quarters that business had 
been showing hesitancy and uncertain- 
ty pending outcome of the election.

2 BILLION LOSS SEEN 
IN BANKS’ COLLAPSE 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—fUP)— 
The 1933 bank collapse will cost 
American depositors $2,000,000,000. 

That was the figure set by Chair- 
man Jesse H. Jones, of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation as the 
probable loss to thousands of bank 
depositors whose banks have yet failed 


'to reopen. 


Favorable banking news came to- 
day from other government banking 
agencies. Chairmen Leo T. Crowley. of 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Cor- 
poration, predicted that the govern- 
ment would complete its rebuilding of 
the banking structure by July 1, and 
another agency revealed figures show- 
ing bank failures this year at the 
lowest level in 14 years. 

With nearly $1,000,000,000 of RFC 
funds already loaned to closed banks 
to make immediate payoffs to depos- 
itors, Chairman Jones estimated that 
$4,500,000,000 of the! $6,500,000,000 
in deposits tied up in banks in the 
March, 1933. holiday. ultimately would 
be recovered. Several months ago he 
estimated only $4,000,000,000 would 
be recovered. 

Chairman Crowley. of the FDIC, 
meanwhile reported progress’ in 
strengthening of the open banks with 
the aid of another billion dollars of 
government money. The FDIC is re- 
building the banks by raising their 
capital until it equals one-tenth of the 
deposits of the banks.

Great Racer Boosts Total 
Earnings To $338,450, 
$4,000 Near Mark.

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—(4)—Stag- 
ing one of his sensational stretch 
finishes, C. V. Whitney’s Equipoise 
brightened an otherwise dreary day 
as he splashed mud and water in the 
faces of five rivals to win the Whit- 
ney gold trophy, headline event of the 
United Hunts one-day meeting at Bel- 
mont park today. 

The weather was cold and damp, 
the racing strip a sea of slop, but the 
conditions made no difference to Equi- 
poise, making the second start of his 
comeback campaign designed to sup- 
plant Sun Beau as the world’s lead- 
ing money winner. 

The little chestnut, away from the 
races since last May until he finished 
third in a six-furlong sprint at Nar- 
ragansett park last week, drew a 
crowd of 5,000, large for a Hunts 
meeting, to America’s “Newmarket” 
and then upheld the confidence of his 
public, which played him heavily at 
the opening odds of to 10 and 
finally swamped the bookmakers with 
so much money that he closed at 11 
to 20. 

Like the champion that he is, Equi- 
poise came from off the pace to snatch 
the lead from William Woodward’s 
Faireno at the head of the stretch 
and splashed through the final stages 
of the one and one-quarter mile jour- 
ney well in the van to win by one 
and one-half lengths..F'aireno was sec- 
ond, beating Mrs. James M. Austin’s 
Mr. Khayyam two lengths for the 
place. Then trailed Woodward’s Fleam, 
G. H. Bostwick’s Galabang, and Wil- 
liam Ryan’s French-bred Audes, the 
survivors of an overnight field of 
16 riddled by scratches. 

The victory moved Equipoise $4,000 
closer to Sun Beau’s mark, boosting 
his total earnings for five glamorous 
years of racing to $338,450. Sun 
Beau heads the list with $376,744. 

The time of the race, 2:06 3-5, was 
not fast in comparison with Equi- 
poise’s other marks, but it was good 
considering the condition of the track 
and the ease with which Ekky won 
under the top weight of 128 pounds. 
He pulled up perfectly sound, show- 
ing no signs of the hoof injury that 
forced his retirement last May.

_ Harry Mehre, who had occasion to 


do a little smiling in Jacksonville last 
Saturday, was grinning broadly as he 


walked off the practice field here this 


afternoon where his Georgia Bulldogs 
were preparing for Yale.

It was the first time that Cy Grant, 
Coach Mehre’s ace halfback last year, 
has appeared in a scrimmage in more 
than three weeks, or rather since he 
suffered a dislocated shoulder in the 
North Carolina game, the beginning of 
Georgia's troubles. And it was a great 
sight to the Georgia people to see old 
Cyrus loping down the field with the 
football under his arm once more, 
especially with the Yale game a few 
days off. 

STARTS SATURDAY.

Bulldogs To Strive for 
Fifth Victory Over Eli 
and a Record.

ATHENS, Ga., Nov. 6.—(4)—Geor- 
gia’s Bulldogs are going’to Yale Sat- 
urday determined to do something 
Harvard twice failed to accomplish 
—beat Old Eli five straights at foot- 


ball. 

Georgia shares with Harvard the 
distinction of having taken four con- 
secutive games from the Elis. Har- 
vard has done it twice, but has, never 
succeeded in getting the fifth one. 

Despite Georgia’s three defeats this 
season, the Bulldogs are being given 
an even chance to beat Yale and 
many students and citizens of this old 
college town will journey to New 
Haven this week-end. 

The “rubber” game of the series 
that — back in 1923 will be at 
stake. Each team has won five, al- 
though Yale has taken but one game 
—in 1928—since the 1927 Georgia 
eleven first beat the Bulldogs, of Yale. 

MADE HISTORY. 

Southerners still talk of the 192¥ 
Yule-Georgia game, which made soutb- 
ern football history. 

A howling crowd of 35,000 south- 
erners and expatriate Yale men, 
forming probably the most colorful 
crowd in Dixie football history, gath- 
ered here for the dedication of San- 
ford stadium, expecting to see Yale 
and the Brilliant Albie Booth over- 
run the Georgia sophomores. 

Instead they saw the rise of a 
new star in Vernon “Catfish” Smith, 
later an All-America end, who block- 
ed a punt for a touchdown, caught a 

ass for another, and tackled Albie 
ooth behind the Yale goal line for 
a safety. He scored 15 points, the 
only ones of the game, as the flaming 
a sophomores overwhelmed 
ale. 

Austie Downes, Georgia’s little 
quarterback, took the opening kickoff 
back for a touchdown, the first time 
it had been done against Yale in the 
bowl, in 1930 as the Athens boys won 
18-14 after coming from behind in the 
fourth quarter. 

ANOTHER STAR. 

Georgia brought out another star in 
little Homer Key the following year 
and won 26 to 7. They didn’t play 
in 1932, but last year a weak Yale 
team held the unbeaten Bulldogs to 
a 7-to-0 victory. 

Beating Yale is. still a great thing 
at this university—founded by a Yale 
man and bound to the New Haven in- 
stitution by many other ties. It was 
a great thrill for folks here when 
headlines in eastern papers last year 
said something like this: “Fighting 
Yale Team Holds Georgia to 7-0 
wae, 

Yelling students and citizens will 
see the team off Thursday, and if 
Georgia wins the fifth straight game 
this college town will need remodel- 
ling Sunday morning.

TO BE MADE HERE

S. Miles Bouton, the man who is 
said to “know more about Germany 
than any other living American,” will 
speak at 8 o'clock Thursday night 
at the Temple House, 1589 Peachtree 
road. 

Mr. Bouton has just returned to 
this country after 23 years in Ger- 
many, acting as correspondent for the 
Baltimore Sun and the Associated 
Press. He was forced to leave Ger- 
many because he refused to alter the 
truth in his reports, it was said, An 
article pultieees in the American 
Mercury, titled “Germany Sinks Into 
Slavery,” brought his final ejection 
from the country by the foreign office 
in Berlin.
